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SWIFT WORK 
OF LYNGHERS 


ALFRED HOLT TAKEN FROM OW- 
ENSBORO JAIL AND HANGED. 


RUSE WORKED ON THE JAILER. 


The Crime for Which the Negro Paid 
the Penalty Was the Murder 
of Officer White. 


OWENSBORO, Ky., Dec. 26.—Alfred Holt, 
alias Alexander, colored murderer of Pclice 
Officer A. White, was taken from jail by a 
mob, at 2:30 o’clock this morning, and 
hanged to a tree in the Court-house yard. 
The lynching was the most quiet and or- 
@erly, perhaps, ever conducted in the State, 
and few persons, save those having busi- 
ness on the public square at the time, knew 
anything of it. 

About 2:15 two men knocked at the jail 
doors, and in response to a question from 
Deputy Jailer John Ashby, Jr., who de- 
manded who had knocked, said they had @ 
prisoner they wished to lock up for safe- 
keeping. Thus thrown off his guard, young 
Ashby opened the door, only to face two big 
revolvers. He was overpowered before he 
could utter a cry and ithe keys were taken 
from him, 

Pleading for his life, Holt was taken out 

- of the jail through the courthouse yard, to 
the east side, facing the Rudd House. He 
was given ample time to pray, when a rope 
Was placed about his neck. At the word of 
command he was swung high in the ar, and 
in ten minuves was dead. He had strangled 
to death. 

When the mob had made sure that their 
work was complete, they mounted their 
horses in neighboring streets and alleys and 
left town as quietly as they had come. 

While there was much mob talk at first, it 
Was generelly accepted that after such dam- 
aging evidence had been brought against 
oll, the law would be allowed to take its 
course. The mob's coming was, consequent- 
ly, entirely unlooked for this morning.

Holt escaped, but was 
captured shortly after at Louisville, three 
weeks ago.

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NEGRO GIRL ASSAULTED AND 
MURDERED AT JEFFERSON. 


BODY HORRIBLY MUTILATED. 


Half-Witted Tobe Lanahan Is Under 
Arrest and Negroes and Whites 
Are Much Excited. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 26.—The 14 
year-old child of Ed Gaines, a negro of this 
place, was found outraged and murdered 
in the back yard of Stampfli's undertaking 
establishment by Jim Meyers, an employe 
of the place, about 6 o’clock this morning. 
The body was horribly mutilated. It was 
evidently the work of some drunken brute. 

The girl was sent to the drug store last 
night about 5 o’clock, and that was the last 
seen of her. A search was meade for her 
last night, but no trace of her could be 
found. Tobe Lanahan, a half witted negro, 
who has been working for Stampfli, has 
been arrested on suspicion. 

The evidence against the suspected man 
is only circumstantial, but it is very strong. 
Lanahan's record is also against him. He 
was arrested once before for an attempted 
assault on a young negro girl, and he has 
been in jail for various other crimes. 

Lanahan’s story does not agree with the 
police story. He says that he left Stamp- 
Hi's place at 6 o’clock Christmas night and 
did not return to the place any more tha 
day, and that he went to see a negro named 
Horace Bolton. The police have two wit- 
nesses Who saw him go into the alley con- 
nected with Stampfii’s building about 6 
o’clock and saw him come out again about 
9 o’clock. Lanahan was the last man seen 
with the dead girl. 

The negroes are very much worked up 
about the matter, and some of the most 
prominent of them have told Sheriff Stone 
that as soon as it was announced for cer- 
tain that Lanahan is the right man Fey WIII 
lynch him and nothing he can do will keep 
them from it. The white people of the 
city are also strongly in favor of lynching.

ZERTUCHA’S TREACHERY. 


It Is Exposed vy Gen. Miro, One of 
Maceo's Aids. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28.— Brigadier General 
Miro, who was with General Maceo when 
he was slain, writes to a member of the 
Junta that Zertucha betrayed Maceo to his 
death and, moreover, that for months the 
surgeon had been giving information to the 


Spanish, which resulted in the butchery of 
wounded Cuban soldiers. Zertucha, says 
Maceo’s ald, was in every way a traitor 
to the Cuban cause. Every possible bit of 
news concerning the leader's movements or 
plans that he could secure—and his oppor- 
tunities were many—he forwarded by 
means known to himself to the nearest 
commander. 

With Major Cirujeda, who 
the soldiers who killed Maceo, 
charged with having been in direct com- 
munication for nearly a year. To that of- 
ficer were divulged many of the points“ 
which led to Cuban disasters, 

Concerning the manner in which Maceo 
met his death, Miro tells a story which 
flatly gives the lie to almost every detail 
of Zertucha's so-called confession. It shows 
that the plan to assassinate the Cuban 
leader had been mapped out with extraor- 
dinary care. 

On the day Maceo was killed, says Miro, 
Maceo, with Dr. Zertucha and five aids, 
of whom young Gomez and the writer were 
two, were riding along near Punta Brava 
a little in advance of a small Cuban force. 
Some firing was heard near by, and Maceo 
expressed a desire to know what it might 
mean. Zertucha, who had ridden off to 
one side of the road a few moments before, 
at this moment came galloping back, and 
cried out: 

“Come with me! Come with me! Quick! 
Quick!’’ 

Maceo at once put spurs to his horse, 
and, followed by his five aids, rode swiftly 
after the physician, who plunged into the 
thick growth on the side of the road. The 
party had ridden only a few hundred yards, 
when Zertucha guddenly bent low in his 
saddle and swerved sharply to Gre side. 
galloping away like mad. Almost at the 
same moment a voll was fired by a party 
of Spanish soldiers hidden in the dense 
underbrush, and Maceo and four of his aids 
dropped out of their saddles, mortally 
wounded. 

The single survévor—the writer quoted 
here—managed to make his way back to 
his own men, and brought them up to the 
spot of the tragedy. The dead bodies of 
Maceo and Gomez and the three other aids 
still lay on the ground. The Spaniards had 
disappeared. Zertucha has never since been 
seen by any man of that command. 

That tain General Weyler knew of 
the plan to assassinate Maceo, the Cuban 
writer affirms, ig shown by the fact that 
for days before the murder occurred all 
persons were prevented by his orders from 
going anywhere near the spot where it was 
committed, and which had evidently been 
carefully selected. No one but Zertucha 
was to be permitted to escape, and these 
precautions were taken to preclude the pos- 
sibility of there being any hostile wit- 
nesses. 

All the published reports concerning al- 
leged jealousy existing between Generals 
Maceo and Gomez are declared to be abso- 
lutely false.

MR. PHELPS’ OPINION. 


He Agrees With s Secretary Olney Re- 
specting Cuban Recognition. 


BURLINGTON, Vt., Dec. 26.—Hon. F. J. 
Phelps, ex-Minister to England, gives his 
opinion upon the recognition of Cuba in the 


following languege: 
„ have no doubt that the position of See- 


retary Olney as published is entirely correct. 
The question what Government shall be rec- 
ognized in a country where an attempt at 
revolution is in progresss is certainly for 
the Executive to determine and not for Con- 
gress. No legislation by that body can under 
any provision of the Constitution decide it. 
They can, of course, resolutions upon 
the subject, if they please, but they in no 
respect can control the discretion or the ac- 
tion of the President. 

‘Resides, no Government can be recog- 
nized until it exists. The recognition by 
other nations of a Government once in ex- 
istence must always continwe until it is act- 
ually subverted and a new one put in its 
place. When it is overthrown and another 
a that becomes entitled to recog- 
nition, 

“The rebels in Cuba have no organized 
government nor even abiding place they 
may call their own. They are merely a 
guerrilla force which would speedily be an- 
nihtlated if drawn into a general engage- 
ment with the much superior Spanish rola 4 
It proves its existence by its dexterity in 
avoiding an engagement. It would be ab- 
surd to say that such a foree constitutes a 
Government, or that the Spanish Govern- 
ment in Cuba has been overthrown, or that 
any diplomatic relations could exist between 
these rebels and the Government of the 
United States. 

“If this country interferes by arms in that 
contest, it must be by assisting the rebellion 
of Cuba to displace the Spanish vern- 
ment and to set up another and this would 
be a declaration of war nst a country 
with which we are and always have been 
at peace. It would be a gross and utterly 
unjustifiable violation of international law 
which no country can afford to perpetrate. 

“It would, in my judgment, be fatal to that 
restoration of business prosperity which is 
now our most vital necessity.’’ 


PALMA’S STATEMENTS. 


The Cubans Not Discouraged and Will 
Keep Up the Fight. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2%.—At the headquar- 
ters of the Cuban Junta to-day Gen. Estra- 
da Palma and his secretaries were kept busy 


answering questions as to the disposition of 
the patriot forces in Cuba and denying re- 
ports that Gen. Mateo’s death was but the 
beginning of the end of the war. In talking 
of affairs Gen. Palma stated that the Cu- 
ban army was now as strong in point of 
numbers and enthusiasm as it ever had been, 
and that the Cubans have full faith in Gen. 
Rivera, who has succeeded Maceo in com- 
mand, The Cuban forces in the province of 
Pinar del Rio, he said, are encamped on the 
mountain tops and could afford to laugh at 
Gen. Weyler’s declaration that he would 
soon dislodge and scatter them and wind up 
the war. 

“Gen, Rivera,“ said Gen, Palma, “has 6,000 
armed men under him at present, and with 
provisions enough to last for six months in 
his mountain stronghold. It is simply idle 
for Gen. Weyler to make such sweeping dec- 
larations. There has been and there will 
be no general laying down of arms on the 
part of the Cubans, such as has been report- 
ed. As tor Dr. Zertucha's charges that 
Maceo was driven to death by despair by

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DEPOSITORS OF PRICKETT’S BANK 
OFFER THEIR CLAIMS. 


AND THERE ARE NO TAKERS. 


Victims of the Edwardsville Bank 
Failure Will Push a Search- 
ing Investigation. 


There was a blight on the Christmas joy 
of Edwardsville, III. The failure of the 
banking house of John A. Prickett & Son, 
which closed its doors owing the people of 
Edwardsville $200,000, brought sorrow and 
privation into hundreds of homes. Half the 
people in the town were caught when the 
institution collapsed and the other half will 
suffer by indirection. 

When the bank closed its doors a week 
ago last Monday, depositors were told that 
the embarrassment was only temporary. 
In time the bank would pay 100 cents on the 
dollar. 

As the days go by the depositors are be- 
ginning to anticipate that their chances of 


getting even a moiety of their savings are 
growing slim. 

The town has been worked up ‘to a fever 
heat over the developménts of the past 
week. Steps have been taken to turn the 
searchlight of investigation on the con- 
duct of the bank's affairs. 

Circumstances have come to light since 
the assignment that have driven the de- 
positors to organization. They have ap- 
8 an investigating committee, at the 

ead of which are C. Terry, a leading 
lawyer, and H. P. Hotz, a prominent lum- 
ber merchant and the heaviest depositor. 

A general meeting of al) the depositors 
has been called for Monday morning. The 
Investigating Committee will report, an ex- 
pért accountant will be employed and a 
pian of action will be outlined. 

From the present temper of the deposit- 
ors the meeting promises to be red-hot 
from beginning to end. There are indica- 
tions of a sensational outcome. 

One of the circumstances connected with 
the failure that will be discussed arises out 
of a statement made by Harry Prickett the 
morning after the assignment. He said the 
sole cause of suspension 8 the heavy 
withdrawals during the past month—$50,000 
had been paid out in thirty days. 

In connection with this some of the de- 
positors claim that among those who with- 
drew were all the relativés and personal 
friends of the Pricketts and the attaches of 
the bank. 

Assignee J. R. Travous, who was the 
bank's counsel, is on the bond of City Treas- 
urer Fred Hanser. It is claimed that Han- 
ser withdrew all his deposits a few days 
before the bank closed. 

So persistent were the rumors along this 
line that the investigating committee called 
on the assignee and demanded a list of de- 
positors who had withdrawn their accounts 
They were refused. 

The bank owes over $200,000 to depositors. 
To meet this there is $14,344.29 in cash, real 
estate of the estimated value of $116,400 and 
collateral securities of the estimated value 
@f $239,800.07. 

A detailed statement of assets has just 
been published. When the depositors ana- 
lyzed 't they gave up hope. 

A little private history is necessary to (- 
luminate the hopelessness of the bank's re- 
Sources. 

John A. Pricket® established his banking 
house in 1869. It was a State bank, under a 
epecial charter known as The Farmers’ Ex- 
change and Loan Company. In 1881 he took 
his sons Jule and — into nominal part- 
nership. A few years later Jule, accompa- 
ned by Cyrus Happy, his brother-in-law,

He Herds the Electric Light People 
and Examines Them All With 
Stern Persistency.

There was a distinguished gathering 
of legal lights and dealers in electric lights 
at the office of City Counselor Marshall in 
the City Hall Saturday morning. 

For the past two weeks Mr. Marshall! has 
had in his hands the applications of the 
wire-using companies for conduit space. 
They were referred to him by the Board of 
Public Improvements for one of his famous 
iron-riveted opinions. The board never goes 
into any extensive electric undertaking 
without being insulated, so to speak, with 
one of these opinions. 

Mr. Marshall has thoroughly examined 
the applications and is ready to say 


whether or not he thinks they comply with 
the legal requirements, but there were other 
things which he wanted to know, and unless 
he acquired this knowledge he would not be 
able to guarantee his insulation. The elec- 
tric people themselves and their learned 
counsel were the only ones who could give 
this information. r. Marshall invited 
them to come to his office and be cross- 
questioned. . 

They do not like this, because electric 
8 and their lawyers are very se- 
cretive people, but Mr. arshall has the 
deadwood on them. Unless he is satisfied 
by information which they can give him 
that they have a right to do business under 
the general conduit ordinance, he will say 
them nay. They will then have to appeal 
to the courts and their precious secrets will 
come out sooner or later, anyway. 

About the first thing to be scrutinized were 
the charters of the com ies. The or- 
dinance, as worded, is on for the benefit 
of companies chartered to do business under 
its terms. It is very possible that com- 
panies which have been operating under 
charters which they thought were sufficient- 
ly comprehensive to embrace any contin- 
gency, will find themselves out in the cold. 

Mr. Marshall admite that the clause ex- 
tending the benefits of the ordinance only 
to companies now doing business will prob- 
ably be worked for all it is worth in an at- 
tempt by the old companies 20 disqualify 
the new ones. 

It has been 8 that the phrase was

Laurie and John D. Johnson, 
attorneys for the St. Louis Trust Co., execu- 
tor of the Hoffman will, were astonished. 
They stated that the fact that several suits 
are pending nst Mrs. Hoffman in the 
Circuit Court, ides claims for costs and 
judgments standing against her, was sig- 
nificant in connection with the filing of 
the deed of trust. 

“I do not understand it,“ said Mr. John- 
son to a Post-Dispatch reporter. The filing 
of the deed at the present time is peculiar. 

It was suggested to Mr. Johnson that 
perhaps the deed was for the purpose of 
securing to Mrs. Hoffman's attorneys their 
fees in the litigations in which she has 
been involved almost ever since the death 
of her last husband. 5 

“That may de,“ replied Mr. Johnson. “Of 
course I could not suspect for a moment 
that Judge Laughlin would be a party 
to anything irregular.”’

Some of those opposed to the present rec- 
ognition of the independence of Cuba are 
taking a good deal of comfort from the fact 
that debate oa the Cameron resolution did 
not proceed before the holiday recess, There 
was a good deal of glorification in one quar- 
ter, and disappointment in another, be- 
cause Senator Vest did not speak on 
Tuesday in opposition to the stand tak- 
en by Secretary Olney, and of the course 
aproved by Mr. Cleveland. There was great 
confidence that Mr. Vest’s brilliant rhetoric, 
his scorching sarcasm and his lawyer-like 
way of putting an argument would have a 
dampening effect on the Secretary of State 
wherever newepapers are read. It is a great 
compliment to the Missouri Senator for the 
opponents of recognition to claim that si- 
lence seals the doom of the Cameron reso- 
lution. It ds not so. We have no doubt 
that Mr. Vest will riddle the argument of 
the State Department yet. He will do it 
when there is some prospect of an early 
vote on the resolution. He perhaps did well 
not to allow his speech to slumber through 
the holiday recess. It has not, though, 
been probable at any moment since the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations de- 
cided to report the Cameron resolution that 
it would get through both houses of Con- 
gress unless there should be a radical 
change in conditions in Cuba. Captain- 
General Weyler has gone forth against the 
insurgents again. If he returns without 
any greater achievement than he brought 
back with him after his last trip into Pinar 
del Rio, the Cameron resolutions ought to 
be much strengthened. Unless Weyler 
soundly whips the patriots before the 6th of 
January the demand in this country for 
recognition will be well nigh resistJess. If 
the insurgents whip Weyler, the perfor- 
mance will do more toward putting through 
the resolution pending in the Senate than 
40 speeches by Mr. Vest, eloquent as he is. 


Hanna’s Election Miracles.

There was in Ohio an even more wonder- 
ful showing than in Indiana or INinois. 
Ohio, in 1895, gave to Mr. Bushnell the 
largest vote ever given to any candidate in 
that State.

COMPTROLLER TALKS PLAINLY. 


His Callers Reminded That the Man- 
agement of the Bank Was 
Very Negligent. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—A committee 
of directors of the collapsed National Bank 
of Illinois, located in Chicago, called on 
Comptroller Eckels to-day for a personal 
conference regarding the bank's affairs. 
The directors thought a better understand- 
ing of their own positions and that of the 
Comptroller would be obtained by a per- 
Sonal interview than by correspondence. 
They also desired to see the originals of 
certain letters which passed between the 
Comptroller and the directors, some ques- 
tion of authenticity of signatures having 


pnittee of directors included Wm. 
D. Ker t, George F. Adams, Wm. R. 
Page and Charles R. Corwith. They reach- 
ed the Treasury Department shortly be- 
fore 11 o'clock and were ushered into the 
Comptroller's office, the doors being locked 
and the conference held in secret. 

The conference was an extended one. The 
directors stated to Mr. Eckels that they de- 
sired to make a statement as to their con- 
nection with the affairs of the bank and to 
explain their relation to its management 
since the letters were written the directors 
by the Comptroller in 1895. 

Mr. Eckels said to them that he felt con- 
fident that the management of the bank had 
been very negligent indeed. 

The directors thereupon explained that the 
bank's directors since the receipt of Mr. 
Eckels’ letter repeatedly had tried to close 
negotiations for the sale of the Calumet 
Blectric Railway with a view to realizing 
upon KM, but the business conditions of the 
country, the long political campaign and the 
trouble with the Diamond Match Co. had 


* caused a failure of these negotiations thus 


far. They expressed a desire to do every- 
thing in their power to aid the receiver in 
— the utmost from the assets of the 


nk. 

Mr. Eckels impressed upon them that he 
expected them to make every possible 
effort to realize from the Calumet road 
at the best figure possible. The delegation 
informed the Comptroller that they had no 
one to recommend for receiver and no 
protest to make against the appointment 
of any one, and were perfectly willing to 
g- te with any one Mr. Eckels might 
see fit to appoint as receiver. 

The delegation said the directors were 
very hopeful that the affairs of the bank 
would be completely settled within the next 
twelve months, that every obligation would 
be met, and that the assets probably would 
be sufficient to leave the real estate clear. 

This afternoon Mr. Adams of the commit- 
tee gave out the following: ‘“We had a very

ur purpose was to show what we had tried 
to do to improve the condition of the bank 
since the receipt of the Comptroller's let- 
ter © goer ago.

WOLCOTT WORKING FOR AN IN- 
TERNATIONAL CONFERENCE. 


TO COME UP IN THE SENATE. 


History of Previous Efforts to Reach 
an Agreement Between the 
Big Nations. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 26.—Senator 
Wolcott is busy preparing a plan to submit 
to the Senate immediately after the recess, 
to secure an international agreement for 
the recognition of silver as money. He has 
not yet indicated the details of his plan, 
but it is presumed that he will recommend 
that the Govermment of the United States 
take the initiative in calling another inter- 
national conference. 

The tendency among the members of the 
committee is to leave the selection of the 
conferees entirely to the President and thus 
depart from the precedent established in the 
Fifty-third Congress, when provision was 
made for the representation of this coun- 
try at a conference then proposed by divid- 
ing the selection of the conferees between 


tive President and Congress. It is also pro- 
posed to leave the number of members to 
the discretion of the President, depending 
upon the action of other countries on this 
point. An appropriation will be provided for 
carrying the act into effect. It is not yet 
definitely determined how far the proposed 
legislation will go in providing for this 
country taking the initiative in securing the 
conference, but the probabilities are that 
this will be left to the discretion and inclina- 
tion of the President. 

The bill is being prepared for the purpose 
of providing the means for carrying the Re- 
publican platform on this subject into effect 
and the members of the committee generally 
hold «hat Mr. MeKinley will require only 
the means to proceed with to cause him to 
use his utmost endeavors to secure an in- 
ternational agreement. The committee has 
been considerably encouraged over the re- 
ports received as to the probabilities of suc- 
cess of securing a conference and of its suc- 
cess when once secured. 

Senator Hoar, who is a member of the 
committee, has given the other members 
much valuable information collected by 
himself while in Europe last summer. He 
has told them that France was aggressively 
in favor of an international understanding 
and that the sentiment in Germany was 
very favorable, but that e Emperor was 
the stumbling block in tMat country. He 
has also expressed the opin‘on that England 
would be found much more tractable on the 
question than is popularly considered prob- 
able and has suggested that a little pressure 
of a business character migiht be brought to 
bear with good effect on gland, going so 
far as to say that the payment of some of 
the debts owed in this country to England 
in sliver might bring the English people to 
a speedy realization of 'the importance of an 
agreement on the subject and prove a valu- 
able object lesson. 


There have been five international moneta- 
ry conferences, and they have al! adjourned 
without accomplishing anything definite. 
The first was called by France, and met in 
Paris on the 17th of June, 1867, the United 
States and eighteen of the principal coun- 
tries of Burope being represented. After 
declaring unanimously, with the exception 
of the Netherlands, in favor of a single 
gold standard and against the adoption of 
a silver standard, the conference referred 
its recommendations to the several nations 
represented for diplomatic action, and ad- 
journed, but was never reassembied. 

The second international monetary con- 
ference was called by the United States, 
and met at Paris, on Aug. 16, 1878. The 
invitation was issued under an act of Con- 
gress, and twelve countries were repre- 
sented, Germany declining to send dele- 
gates. The United States laid two prop- 
ositions before the conference: 

„1. That it was not to be desired that sil- 
ver be excluded from free coinage in Eu- 
rope and the United States. 

„ . That the use of both gold and silver as 
unlimited legal tender may be safely adopted 
by equalizing them at a ratio fixed by inter- 
national agreement.“ 

The European delegations, with the ex- 
ception of those representing italy. replied 
to these propositions, after full discusgion, 
in a collective answer, as follows: 

1. That it was necessary to preserve in 
the world the monetary function of silver 
as well as of gold, but that the choice of 
one or the other, or of both simultaneously, 
should be governed by the special situa- 
tion of each State or group of States. 

“2. That the question of the restriction of 
the coinage of silver algo should be left to 
the discretion of each State or group of 
States. 

„. That the difference of opinion that had 
appeared excluded the adoption of a common 
ratio between the two metals.“ 

The conference adjourned on Aug. 29. 


The third conference was called by 
France and the United States in January, 
1881, and met in Paris. Ex-Senator Evarts, 
on behalf of France and the United States, 
presented a declaration stating: 

1. That the dep and great fluc- 

tuation of the value of silver, relatively to 
gold, are injurious to ecommerce and to the 
general prosperity, and the establishment 
of a fixed ratio of value between them 
would produce the most important benefits 
to the commerce of the world. 
, . 2 — a — — 5 
nt ween an t group o ta tes 
for the free coinage of both silver and gold 
at a fixed ratio, and with full legal tender 
faculty, would cause or maintain a stabil- 
ity in the relative value of the two metals 
suitable to the interests and requirements 
of commerce. 

“3. That any ratio now or lately in use 
by a commercial nation, if so adopted, 
could be maintained, but that the adoption 
of the ratio of 15% 1 would accomplish 
the game object with less disturbance to 
existing monetary systems than any other 


ratio. 
“4. That a convention including England,

came a demand for a strong government, 
and the republic was transformed into a 
monarchy. Despotism followed, and with 
it the enslavement of the people. 

Those countries which marshalled such 
splendid armies and sent forth such 
conquerors as Hannibal, Caesar and Alex- 
ander: that gave to the world such splendid 
orators as Demosthenes and Cicero; such 
philosophers as Solon and Aristotle, are to- 
day in the hands of despotism. They are 
a stunted, indolent people and ruled over 
by @ selfish mobility. Europe is now where 
Greece and Rome once were. The same foo 
that destroyed the ancient republics is 
preparing the grave for modern Europe. 

It is the duty of every citizen of this great 
republic to pause and inquire into the causes 
of our discontent and poverty and see if our 
“Ship of State“ is not nearing the shoals 
and breakers upon which the Republics of 
Greece and Rome foundered. We find from 
census reports that a majority of the people 
of the United States who have homes are in 
debt. The total debts of the United States, 
national, State, Municipal and corporate, 
are between thirty and forty billion dollars, 
and these debts are mostly due to a foreign 
money-lending class. Our debts are greater 
than the assessed value of all the property 
in the United States. Our total wealth is 
sixty-five billion dollars, the assessed value 
is twenty-four billions. The effect of this 
enormous debt is to drain the pockets of 
the people, take their money, in payment of 
interest, to the money centers and into the 
possession of the money-lenders, where it 
will not go into circulation again, except in 
the form of loans, which only aggravate the 
evil. The increase in the number of mur- 
ders committed in the United States between 
1880 and 1899 was more than 100 per cent. 
The inmates in our penitentiaries, jails, in- 
sane asylums and houses of ill fame and 
suicides increased more than 100 per 
bent in the last decade. This increase in 
our debts and in crime is directly attribut- 
able to the effects of the gold standard and 
to laws which have enriched the few at the 
expense of the many. 

To all patriotic citizens who have a love 
of country and revere its institutions, and 
who wish to hand the institutions of this 
country down to posterity as they were re- 
ceived from the fathers of the Republic, the 
result of the recent election is a cause of 
great alarm. The same insidious foes that 
destroyed the ancient republics are now in- 
trenched in power in our land. This fair 
land, the government which our forefathers 
fought for eight long years, and endured 
untold hardships to establish, is to become a 
tributary or colony of-the money lenders 
of Lombard street and their Wall street al- 
lies. A four-years’ carnival of jobbery and 
corruption is soon to be inaugurated at 
Washington, The next four years will be 
a history of the most corrupt legislation the 
world has ever seen. It will be a four 
years in which the lobbyist will thrive. It 
will be four years in which trusts and mo- 
nopolies will bask in the smile of Presiden- 
tial favor, and will dictate all legislation. 
McKinley's election is the result of organ- 
ized greed. Mammon is in power, and the 
money lenders will control every action of 
his administtfation. 

Whether the same forces will be triumph- 
ant in 1900 will depend on the plain people 
of the United States. We must not enter- 
tain the vain delusion that the foe will be 
overcome and the victory easily won. We 
must recognize the fact that we face a foe 
who has heretofore been unconquered. We 
face a foe that is rich, powerful and well 
organized. We are meeting the same ene- 
my that Christ and his followers met 2,000 
years ago. The methods of coercion and 
intimidation which were resorted to in 1896 
will again be tried in 1900. Upon us, the 
plain people of the United States, devolves 
the duty of checking and defeating this 
great money power, the most dangerous 
form of organized selfishness in the world. 
No other nation, no other people can do it, 
because they have not the power. We have 
the power (as free speech is still left us), 
if it is rightfully applied to defeat this 
great enemy to the human race. If we 
fail then the last hope of the toiling 
masses of the world is gone. Enslavement 
and impoverishment of the people will be 
the result. 

We must summon to our aid every valu- 
able influence that arises out of organiza- 
tion and education to defeat mammonism, 
the hydra-headed monster of ruin and an- 
archy. It is the duty of all friends of free 
coinage to organize at once for the cam- 
paigns of 1898 and 1900. Let us perfect our 
organizations and fight the money power 
to a finish. Let us bend every energy to 
get every voter enrolled into an organization 
which believes in bimetallism, the abolition 
of the iniquitous National Bank system, 
and opposed to all class legislation. Then 
by educating the people coercion and intim- 
idation practiced so successfully in the last 
campaign will be fruitless. 

The Patriots of America is an organiza- 
tion devoted to that purpose. We are go- 
ing to educate our members on these great 
economic questions, so that each member 
will be a mi&Ssionary in the cause of bi- 
metallism and good government.

JOHN T. BRUSH SAYS HE THINKS 
IT ALL RIGHT. 


CONFLICTS WITH CIVIL LAW. 


Base Ball Law, However, Is Higher 
Than Civil Law With Mag- 
nate Brush. 


John.T. Brush, the leader of the magnates 
in the base ball world, has some views of his 
own regarding the traffic in ball players, and 
rallies to the support of a system where the 
services of men are bought and sold much as 
if they were horses or cattle. In a letter, 
written as an interview, Mr. Brush, among 
other things, says: 

“To the inquiry, ‘Is the farming system 
abused?’ I would say it depends upon the 
angle from which one may view this sub- 
ject, or in whose interest it is to be con- 
sidered. 

“The spirit of base ball law is in conflict 
with the spiriz of civil law in so many in- 
stances, that it is not difficult to imagine 
or construe dn abuse under certain condi- 
tions, while, as a fact, necessity compels 
the adoption of the prevailing methods if 
“he game is to be preserved in its best and 
highest form. It is an abuse of the spirit 
of civil law to draft or compel a player to 
go from a league of a lower class to one of 
a higher, yet it is no hardship, as io amounts 
to promotion, which carries with it increase 
of salary, and indicates advancement in 
skill and compensation. It is an abuse in 
the eve of the ‘civil law to compel a player 
to go from a league of a high degree to one 
of the lower, yet, carefully analyzed, no in- 
justice is done even though he suffer a re- 
duction in salary thereby. No player can 
be sent from the National League to leagues 
of a lower class if there is a club member 
of the major organization *hat places a high 
enough estimation upon his ability to wish 
to sign him, and if there is no such interpo- 
sition it is proof conclusive that the player 
is not skillful enough for major league ball, 
and if he desires to play at all he must go 
to a league of lower degree. 

„Where base ball law conflicts, as of ne- 
cessity it does, with civil law, it must rest 
largely with those in control, who are en- 
gaged in the sport and operate under it, to 
follow so closely so the lines of fairness and 
justice that no serious objection can be 
ralsed against the methods employed. All 
systems for the government of organizations 
are like bridges built to carry certain 
weights and endure certain strains. The 
Abuses are the loads or weights they are 
expected to carry, and when they become 
overburdened with them the structure will 
fall. The magnates are expected to place no 
greater weights or abuse upon the structure 
than is will carry, and if they do not, our 
laws will be found adequate, and the system 
will endure so long as the American people 
love manly sports.’ 


NOT IN NEW YORK. 


College Athletes Want to Play Foot 
Ball at Home. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—It is possible that 
the last big college game has been played 
in New York. 

Members of the University Athletic Club 
are opposed to Yale and Princeton meeting 
here next season. C. C. Cuyler, Bracey 
Harris and Julian W. Curtis, members of 
the U. A. C., have announced themselves 
as opposed to playing again in New York. 
They say: 

“The objection to these games is the 
speculation, the immense crowds, and the 
inability of many of the students of the 
universities to get tickets: Another feat- 
ure that is disagreeable and detrimental to 
the games is the gambling on the result. It 
is believed if the games hereafter are play- 
ed on the college grounds all these dis- 
agreeable features will be eliminated. 

“With this end in view resolutions will 
be presented at the next meeting of the U. 
A. C. looking to playing the next game at 
New Haven or Princeton.“ 

While thé members of the Athletic Club 
and other graduates favor this, there 
seems to be no objection on the part of the 
faculty of Yale to games in New York, as 
the following telegram shows: 

NEW “HAVEN, Dec. 2.—Professors 
Brush and Brewer were the only members 
of the Yale faculty who could be found at 
home to-night. Both agreed that no ac- 
tion had been taken by the Yale faculty 
towards prohibiting foot ball playing in 
New York City. The subject has not been 
talked of in faculty meetings, and so far as 
their knowledge of the matter goes there 
Will be nothing done to this end.

REFEREE MONTAGUE’S REPORT 
ON THEIR AFFAIRS. 


THE NOTES IN CONTROVERSY. 


Developments in the Litigation Be- 
tween Two Men Who Make 
Money by Lending Money. 


The report of Referee Montague Lyon, ap- 
pointed by Judge Valliant to try the issues 
in the case of John H. Vette against William 
Geist of the “Equity Loan Co.,“ was filed 


Saturday. 

It reveals some interesting matters, in- 
cluding the names of more or less promi- 
nent persons who have had dealings with 
the two money lenders. 

According to Vette's petition, he con- 
tracted with Geist April 25, 1895, to collect 


notes for him secured by chattel mort- 
gages, which Vette turned over to him, 
amounting to $30,000. Geist was to receive 
10 per cent commission on all notes col- 
lected and to render monthly accountings 
to Vette. It was claimed that but one ac- 
counting was made and that Geist convert- 
ed to his own use $11,000 of the proceeds on 
the notes, baving paid Vette but $700.89. 

Vette reecinded the contract Noy. 4, 18965, 

and asked the court to compel an explicit 
accounting and order the remaining notes 
turned over to him by Geist. 

As an answer, Geist alleged that in May, 
1895, Vette sold ‘all the notes then outstand- 
a him for $7,000. 

r. Montague finds that in April, 1895, 
Vette, on account of ill-health, contem- 
plated a trip to Burope. He had grown 
wealthy lending money, although this is 
not stated in the referee's report.

CHEROKEE DIVORCE CASE. 


Federal Court of Appeals Asked to 
Pass on It. 


A record of the first divorce suit ever 
carried to the United Stat urt of Ap- 
peals was filed with Clerk Jordan Saturday. 
It has more than the usual marital and legal 
complications. The plaintiff is Eliza E. 
Raymond and the defendant Jesse B. Ray- 
mond, a Cherokee Indian. 

The case was originally filed in the United 
States Court in Indian Territory. Mrs. 
Raymond nee in her r that she 
was married to Raymond June 5, 1893, after 
she had become a member of the Cherokee 
tribe; The next day, June 6, 1893, Raymond 
deserted her, and she alleges that in August, 
1893, he married Carrie Buchanan at Ft. Gib- 
son, I. T. She says that he is worth 39, 000, 
and she wants alimony. 

Raymond in his answer alleges that the 

laintiff got a divorce in the Cherokee courts 
— he married Miss Buchanan, and hence 
he is not a bigamist, and the United States 
courts have no urisdiction. 

Mrs. Raymond replies that the suit for 
divorce in the Cherokee courts was not filed 
by her authority. 

These and other issues regardin

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~ GLEARING HOUSE 


UNCLE SAM AND LOCAL BANES 
WILL DO BUSINESS. 


WILL AVOID MONEY TRANSFERS. 


Secretary Carlisle Allows the Local 
Sub-Treasury to Join the Clear- 
ing House Arsociation. 


The St. Louls Sub-Treasury will become 
a member of the St. Louis earing-house 
Association on Jan. 2, 1897. Sub-Treasurer 
George Small received Saturday morning 
from Secretary of the Treasury Carlisle a 
letter approving of a contract with the 
Clearing-house Association. 

The entrance of the Sub-Treasury into 
the Clearing-house Association is an im- 
portant business event. For years the 
bankers of St. Louis have been laboring 
with the Government to bring about what 
they have just accomplished. 

Only one Sub-Treasury belongs to 3 
Clearing-house Association, and that is the 
Bankers of other cities 
which have United States Sub-Treasuries 
have tried in vain to do what the St. Louis 
bankers have just brought to pass. 

The import of the admission of the St. 
Louls Sub-treasury to the Clearing House 
Ase@ociation will be understood when it is 
stated that in the past year $93,000,000 in ac- 
tual money has passed from the vaults of 
the Sub-treasury to the banks, and vice 
versa. 

Next year little or no money will pass. The 
Sub-Treasurer will send every day at 10:30 
a. m. to the clearing-house the checks which 
he has against local banks, and the latter 
in turn will take to the clearing-house 
checks and drafts payable at the sub-treas- 
ury. 

A balance will be struck between the 
banks and the Sub-Treasurer and a check 
for the amount will be passed. 

Nineteen days out of twenty the balance 
will be against Mr. Small, for the St. Louis 
banks receive from several States immense 
quantities of pension checks, land and In- 
dian agents’ checks, quarter masters 
checks, etc., all of which are drawn on the 
local Sub-Treasury. Heretofore all of these 
orders on Uncle Sam had to be carried to 
the Sub-Treasury by bank clerks, and the 
money taken back under heavy guard. 

The entrance of the St. Louis Sub-Treas- 
ury into the Clearing-house is due to the 
labors of C. W. Bullen, President of the 
Bank of the Republic, and the readiness of 
Secretary Carlisle and Sub-Treasurer Small 
to sanction the innovation, provided all the 
government regulations were recognized 
and complied with. 

During the administrations of Sub-Treas- 
urers Edwards and Farrar, the St. Louis 
bankers tried to get the Sub-Treasury into 
the Clearing-house Association, but they 
failed, 

A few weeks ago, while Mr. Bullen was tn | 
Washington, on other business, he resolved 
to learn the Government's objections to the 
entrance of the St. Louis Sub-Treasury into 


‘the Clearing-house. He saw United States 
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Treadpurer Morgan and his assistant, Meline, 
and finally he found himself in the presence 
of Secretary Carlisle. 

Mr. Carlisle expressed his willingness for 
the Sub-Treasury to go into the Clearing- 
house, provided Mr. Small approved, but he 
pointed out that there were many regula- 
tions and practices in the Clearing-house to 
which the Sub-Treasury could not conform,

NICHOLAS 1S NOT 
A GOOD FINISHER 


OUGHT TO BE RICH, BUT NOW 
RUNS A FRUIT STAND. 


HE WAS A GOOD FELLOW. 
Started Even With His Brother, But 
Unmerciful Disaster Followed 
Fast and Followed Faster. 


This is a true tale of two brothers. It 
goes to show that the surest test of a man’s 
ability im life's race ts his behavior in che 
home stretch. Competitors may have equal 
starting chances, may be exactly as well 
equipped in point of brains, brawn, and even 
hard cash, but the last hundred yards tells. 

Long years ago Farmer Albertson, who 


lived near the town of.Hamilton, Ontario, 
had two sons. They were his pride and joy. 
Both were strapping fine lads, with plenty 
of ae s and unusual muscular develop- 
men 

They led the country round in skating, 
snow-shoeing contests and other hearty Ca- 
nadian sports. There was only the differ- 
ence of a year or two in their ages. Out- 
warily they looked as like astwo peas. In- 
wardly there was little resemblance. 

Abraham, e had a shrewd gray 
eye, the brain of a financier and a heart of 
Hint rock. In a trade with the neighbors’ 
boys he invariably came out — He 
never asked a favor of his mates, and was 
never known to grant one.

SWEET CHARITY IS BALKED. 


There Is Need of Quick Action on the 
*Part of the Trustees, and the 
Public Demands It. 


“I, Bryan Mullanphy, do make and ä 
the following to be my last will and testa- 
ment: 
“One equal individual third of all my prop- 
erty, real, personal and mixed, I leave to 
the City of St. Louis, in the State of Mis- 
souri, in trust, to be and constitute a fund 
to furnish relief to all poor emigrants and 
travelers coming to St. Louis on their way 
bona fide to settle in the West. 
“I do appoint Felix Coste and Peter G. 
Camden executers of this, my last will 
and testament, and of any other will or 
executory devise that I may leave; all and 
any such document will be found to be 
holograph, all in my own handwriting. 
“In testimony whereof witness my hand 
and seal.

Mr. Mullanphy d June 5, 1851, and at the 
close of the year 189 the great charity 
which he established is little better than an 
excuse for rent lecting and repair job- 
bing. A few travelers are given railroad 
tickets and sent on their way rejoicing each 
month at an expense to the fund of less 
than $100 and over twelve times that amount 
goes to pay salaries and to keep the ancient 
houses of the estate in repair. 
For over two years the thirteen trustees 
of the fund, under the stress of public opin- 
jon, if not by grace of their common sense, 
have confes the necessity of doing some- 
thing to prevent the revenues of the fund 
from being frittered away. They have pro- 
ed various schemes to each other of 
converting the estate into interest-bearing 
securities, of erecting a huge courthouse, 
with lawyers’ offices on the upper floors, etc., 
but they have merely talked. Citizens who 
forget their personal affairs long enough to 
give a little thought to charity and their 
civic duties are beginning to think it is 
about time for the Trustees of the Mullan- 
phy Fund to act. 
While the Charter Revision Committee 
has been at work a scheme to use the Mul- 
lanphy fund to build a hospital, lease it to 
the city and employ the rent for charity has 
been suggested. The Revision Committee 
has adopted an amendment to the charter 
empowering the city to rent buildings for 
hospital purposes, a thing that it cannot do 
at present. This amendment is looked on 
as the forerunner of the,plan to let the Mul- 
lanphy fund do what the municipality can- 
not, namely, build a city hospital. Just at 
resent the suggestion is good in the opin- 
on of practical citizens solely as a means to 
force home the truth that something should 
be done, and done quickly, to change the 
form of the Mullanphy estate before time 
squanders the revenue in repairs and sal- 
aries, reduces the old buildings to ruins and 
depreciates the value of the land. 
Many persons go further and not only say 
that the estate should be converted into a 
more profitable form, but that a new ob- 
ject should be found for the revenues. They 
declare that the original necessity for the 
charity, namely, the relief of immigrants, 
no longer exists. As a result the reve- 
nues are spent freely for repairs and sal- 
aries. If the courts chose to amend the 
will by diverting the revenues to the crying 
wants of the day, it is contended that much 
more good wouvla be done and Mr. Mul- 
rm onal given the praise of future genera- 

ons. 


In 1894 the Board of Trustees had the 
property of the fund appraised by real es- 
tate men. The whole was valued at $725,000. 
The estate lies for the most part between 
Franklin avenue and Mullanphy street, 
Jefferson avenue and the river.
